The club provides and contributes to a 
number of services and opportunities for 
the community, including the Kiwanis 
Baseball and Softball leagues, the Estill 
County Community Food Bank, foster kids’ 
Christmas and many more. 

One way the club goes about funding 
programs and opportunities is the annual 
radio/TV auction. 

This years auction, the 11th for the orga¬ 
nization, will be Saturday, Oct. 6 at the Estill 


County Middle School gym. Bidding begins 
at 9 a.m. and the auction closes at 2 p.m. 

The auction is broadcast live on Irvine 
Cable Television channel eight and WIRV 
1550. 

As he does every year, Bunt Gross has 
donated a car to be auctioned for the event.

Man who 
imprisoned 
wife indicted

The Estill County Grand Jury returned indict¬ 
ment for 11 people including several for flagrant 
non-support and criminal possession of a forged 
instrument and one for unlawful imprisonment 
and fourth-degree assault. 

Eugene Rawlins, 73, of Sweet Lick Road is 
charged with fourth-degree assault, first-degree 
unlawful imprisonment and two counts of first- 
degree wanton endangerment. 

In August Rawlins was arrested after Estill 
County Sheriffs deputies Russell “Doc” Morris 
and Karl Rifenbark were called to his home for a 
welfare check on his wife, Ethel Rawlins. 

Rawlins opened his door and pointed a .22 
revolver at Morris and Rifenbark. 

Rawlins said his wife was not home but had 
gone to McKee. 

Rifenbark said he could hear noises coming 
from the back of the house. 

Once inside, the deputies found Ethel who told 
them her husband had locked her in the room. 
She also said he wouldn’t let her eat while she was 
trapped in the room. 

Anthony Richardson, 31, and Shannon

Citizens question Ravenna about trailer ordinance progress

A trailer ordinance in the City of Ravenna 
has been an ongoing discussion at council 
meetings for several months. 

The council agreed in August to revise the 
ordinance and present a revised copy to the 
council at its September meeting. 

A revised ordinance has still yet to be read 
or approved by the council. 

Louis Officer asked the council at its meet¬ 
ing Monday night why no action has been 
taken on the issue. 

Problems with the ordinance began when 
the occupants of several trailers were cited for 
violations of the ordinance. 

When the citations were brought before 
the council and addressed, confusion about 
the wording and the exact regulations of the 
ordinance arose. 

At the August meeting of the Ravenna City 
Council a group of concerned citizens pre¬ 


sented the council members a petition signed 
asking for a revision of the current ordinance. 

The council agreed and the citizens were 
told to expect a revised copy at the next 
month’s meeting. 

The September meeting was cancelled and 
the ordinance was not on the agenda at the 
October meeting. 

Ravenna Mayor Charles Crowe told Officer 
Councilman Jimmy Richardson had been put 
in charge of a revision committee. 

This makes Richardson responsible for dis¬ 
cussing the changes with three citizens, who 
must be mobile-home owners, and two other 
councilmembers. The committee of six would 
then agree on changes to the ordinance and 
present them to the council for approval. 

“We can’t keep putting this off forever,” 
Officer said. “We’ve got to get it done.” 

Richardson agreed to begin the process of 
revisions and the committee will be schedul¬ 
ing a session this month. 

In other business, the council discussed the 
recent Ravenna Railroad Festival. 


Festival Chairwoman Estine Tipton said the 
expenses of the festival were no more than 
expected and she foresees the city will break 
even for the festival. 

This is the first year the festival has been 
scheduled as a one-day event. 

Tipton said she thinks this is why so few 
vendors wanted to set up booths. 

Based on the success of this year’s event, she 
thinks the festival will have more to offer in 
coming years. 

“We should have more booths next year,” 
she said. 

The council also agreed to schedule Trick- 
or-Treat in Ravenna for Tuesday, Oct. 30, from 
6 to 8 p.m., the same at Irvine. 

However, council placed regulations on 
trick-or-treating in the city. 

All children eight years old and younger 
must be supervised by an adult while trick-or- 
treating and no children over 12 are permitted 
to participate. 

The council said this is because of concerns 
about traffic and safety of the children.

Richardson, 30, of Clay City, are charged with complicity to 
theft by unlawful taking. They removed property from an oil well 
exceeding $500. 

Jason Arvin, 36, of Church House Hill, is charged with theft by 
mail matter and second-degree criminal possession of a forged 
instrument. 

Arvin stole a check from Susan Zallar s mailbox and used it at 
Bunt Gross Auto Sales for $1,159.19. 

Jonathan Roberts, 22, of Wisemantown Road, is charged with 
second-degree criminal possession of a forged instrument. He 
cashed a forged check for $300 on Henry and Sheila Scrivner s 
account at Citizen Guaranty Bank. 

Andy Myers, 35, of Ironworks Road, is charged with receiving 
stolen property over $500. 

Myers had in his possession car part that had been removed 
from a garage owned by Ronnie Begley and sold them to Patrick 
Grocery. The part were valued at approximately $9,900.

up for auction among other things. 

Steve Garrett, chair of the auction commit¬ 
tee, said the idea for an auction was brought 
before the club in 2000 or 2001 by the late Guy 
Hatfield. 

He told the Kiwanis members that other 
counties in the area had seen success from simi¬ 
lar auctions. 

“At the time the only fundraisers were calen¬ 
dar sales and a pancake breakfast,” Garrett said. 


“We were looking for ways to get more income 
to be able to touch more lives.” 

The club started looking into the idea of the 
auction and with guidance from other clubs, 
especially the Kiwanis Club in Richmond, the 
first auction happened in 2002. 

Since then, the auction has grown to support 
a large number of youth and other programs in 
Estill County. 

Last year the club was able to donate approxi¬ 
mately $14,000 to youth programs in the 
county. 

Garrett said most people associate the club 
with its baseball and softball leagues in the

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summer because a lot of money is put into that 
program. 

The club sponsors several other programs. 

Proceeds from the auction will benefit the 
Estill County Ministerial Association, the Estill 
County Public Library, college scholarships, 
the community food bank, Relay for Life, the 
Elizabeth Witt Christmas party, foster kids 
Christmas, Boy Scout troops 68, 89 and 144 and 
GED testing fees. 

Garrett said the club is particularly interested 
in investing in the youth in the community. 

“Young people are the future of our commu¬ 
nity” he said. “Not only Kiwanis but everybody 


needs to focus on that. We need to support our 
young people.” 

He said the youth of today will make huge 
decisions about our community in the future. 

“Whatever improvements are made to our 
community in the future will be the responsibil¬ 
ity of all the young people now,” he said.

October is breast cancer awareness month

Information released by the Center for 
Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) indi¬ 
cates that, “aside from non-melanoma skin 
cancer, breast cancer is the most common 

cancer among 
women in the 
United States” 

The CDC also 
revealed that in 
2008, the most 
recent year num¬ 
bers were avail¬ 
able, 210,203 
women were diag¬ 
nosed with breast 
cancer and 40,589 
women died from 
breast cancer in 
our country. 

Kentucky’s inci¬ 
dence rate, the 
number of people 
diagnosed with breast cancer in a given state, 
is somewhere between 118 and 122 women 
for every 100,00. 

The risk of getting breast cancer is apparent 
for many women, especially those who have a 
family history of the disease. 

The risk increases with age, too. Two per¬ 
cent of women who are currently 30 years old 
will develop breast cancer by the time they 
are 50. 

For women 60 or older, the percentages 
skyrocket as they age. 

Clearly, our nation has a problem laid 
before us about how to deal with this dis¬ 
ease. As of now, there are no cures for breast 


cancer, just treatment if it is diagnosed early 
enough. 

Don’t take this to mean there is no hope. 

Strides being made in science to advance 
treatment and there is continuous research 
into cures for this type of cancer. 

As we begin a new month, it serves as a 
reminder on a national level of the important 
task we have to promote the research. 

October is National Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month (NBCAM). 

According to the NBCAM website, the 
month is “dedicated to raising awareness and 
educating individuals about breast cancer.” 

Service organizations, medical associations 
and even government agencies work together 
during October to promote awareness, educa¬ 
tion and access to services for the disease. 

There are thousands of opportunities to 
participate in some way in programs, events 
and discussions about NBCAM. As always, 
donations to a cancer research organiza¬ 
tion are a good way to participate when you 
wouldn’t be able to otherwise. 

In our area, I know of several walks and 
runs, like the Susan G. Koman Race for the 
Cure, that donate proceeds to breast cancer 
research. 

These are great opportunities to exercise 
and support a good cause while you’re doing 
it. And, just because there called “races” or 
“runs,” doesn’t mean you have to do anything 
more than walk. 

A good friend and I walked for the Koman 
Foundation in Lexington a few years ago. 

It was a touching experience because many 
survivors and women being treated for early 


stages of the disease actually participate, too. 

These aren’t obviously the only ways to get 
involved. There are even opportunities in 
Estill County. 

I know the Estill County Middle School 
football boosters are raising money to donate. 
At a recent game, the boys wore pink socks to 
show their support, raise money and promote 
awareness. 

Besides donating and participating in 
events, a huge aspect of NBCAM is promot¬ 
ing awareness of screening and prevention. 

Mammograms are the best way screen for 
cancer in the breast. Regular screenings and 
exams usually lead to early diagnoses. But, at- 
home screening is important, too. 

Doctors say it’s essential to check oneself 
for any signs of potential cancer in the breast. 
Any sudden changes or lumps are signs that 
you may need a professional exam. 

In terms of prevention, the CDC recom¬ 
mends controlling weight, getting plenty of 
exercise, limiting alcohol and being aware 
of any family history of the disease. 

With a little research it’s easy to find a 
number of credible organizations that offer 
more information about NBCAM and how 
we can be involved. Usually these websites 
will offer links to other organizations. 


If what I’ve shared here isn’t enough to get 
your motors moving in the right direction 
this month, spend a little time doing research 
of your own and see if participating in an 
event or donating to the cause is the right 
move for you. 

October isn't just about breast cancer 
awareness. 

It means it's time for the leaves to start 
turning and the wind to get a little colder. Fall 
is here. 

I got my pumpkins (a giant one for me 
and a tiny one for my boyfriend) to carve. 

I've been decorating my house and getting all 
ready for the season and I'm excited to start 
seeing the Halloween decorations around 
town. 

The scarecrow decorating contest will be 
judged Friday and we'll have the results in the 
paper next week. 

If you didn't get to participate in that, it's 
not too late. We still have our decorating con¬ 
test here at the CV&T.

Celebrating community, country style 


Close-knit communities are everywhere, 
and they’re not always found in small towns or 
big cities. Sometimes they’re found way out in 
the “middle of nowhere.” 

The truth is, way out in the middle of 
nowhere is usually somewhere important to 
somebody. Take the old Rosses’ Creek one 
room school, for 
example. More 
than 200 people 
gathered last 
Saturday at the 
14^ annual Rosses 
Creek school 
reunion to revisit 
their childhood 
stomping grounds. 

It’s quite a drive 
to get there—you 
drive out of South 
Irvine and mean¬ 
der up the river 
on Hwy 851, bear 
right and continue 
on through the 
Doe Creek area. Drive up, and on up, a steep 
winding hill until you reach the top of Barnes 
Mountain. 

Travel out the ridge and take your time, 
time to enjoy the panoramic view of mountain 
ridges spread out on either side of the road 
with hills rolling away as far as the eye can see. 
The sight rivals anything you’ll see in the Red 
River Gorge. 

When you reach the end of the Barnes 
Mountain ridge, you’ll find yourself at an 
intersection. Take a hard left, staying on 851. 
Soon you’ll be driving down the backside of 
that steep hill you just pulled. 

There’s a hairpin curve or two on that hill, 
and you’ll have a light bulb moment when 
you realize why Estill County schools have so 
many snow days when roads are clear in town. 


At the bottom of the hill, look for a tiny 
clapboard-sided structure painted white with a 
red door. On a typical day, it would be easy to 
drive right past the one room school because 
it’s small, and it’s tucked away at the base of a 
hill to your far right. You could find yourself 
all the way to Lock 13 before you know it. 

But on reunion day, you can’t miss it. For 
one thing, there are dozens of cars parked in 
the grassy field in front of the school. For 
another, there is a big red inflatable set up, 
with kids jumping around in it like a bunch of 
grasshoppers. 

Just beyond the inflatable are his’ and hers’ 
outhouses, reminiscent of the good old days 
when all rural schools and churches had them 
out back. 

Someone has set up a hand washing station 
in front of the outhouses, but instead of a pail 
of water carried from a spring or drawn from 
a well and a cake of lye soap to wash with, 
there is a wash basin, some plastic gallon jugs 
of water, soap, hand sanitizer and paper towels. 

Someone has obviously put a lot of thought 
into putting this event together. Two of the 
main “someones” doing the planning are Bill 
and Sandy McKinney. They go to a whole lot 
of trouble to make everyone feel welcome but 
seem to truly enjoy doing it. 

Bill and Sandy, along with the help of a few 
dedicated others, have spent the past couple 
of weeks mowing off fields, decorating the 
school yard and making tobacco stick crafts 
to give away in a drawing. They’ve called and 
reserved entertainment, and they’ve been busy 
cooking. 

Approaching the school, you’ll note long 
rows of tables slowly being loaded with bowls 
and platters of food as people trickle in and set 
their offerings down. There’s a dessert table, 
a soup bean and cornbread table, and several 
tables to hold fried chicken, salads, vegetables 
and all kinds of sides. 


Then there’s the ham-slicing station. I stop 
to snap a picture of the men patiently slicing 
meat to feed a multitude, and one of them 
offers me a bite of ham, still steaming, from a 
serving fork. Their homemade smoker looks 
big enough to roast a moose. 

I, of course, am more than willing to sample, 
and I can tell you right now the ham was deli¬ 
cious. A few hours later, there will barely be 
enough left over to season a pot of beans. 

Food is always a big attraction at any kind 
of gathering but obviously not the only one. 
Several large families are represented here— 
the McKinneys, Newmans, and Harrises, to 
name a few. They grew up in the surrounding 
hills and hollers, and they come eager to share 
memories of their school days at Rosses Creek. 

For the next couple of hours, people sit 
around and eat good food, listen to music and 
share memories while they reconnect with 
family, friends and neighbors. Some wander 
off to pitch a game of horse shoes or play a 
game of cornhole. 

I listen in as a couple of classmates laugh 
about pranks they used to pull on one another. 
I hear others tell how they had to walk four 
miles to get to school. One man shared how 
he and his siblings put in a boat and crossed 
the river then walked the rest of the way to 
school, every school day morning and eve¬ 
ning. 

I didn’t hear any gripes about how hard 
times were, and not one person complained 
how they hated their hard life. 

From what I can see, and I know I haven’t 
seen it all, the majority of those people grew 
up to be strong, honest and capable individu¬ 
als. Hard work was no strange concept to 
them, and many went out into the world with 
eighth grade educations from Rosses Creek 
and did quite well for themselves. 

At last year’s gathering, I met Vina Calmes 
Chapman, who once lived at Rosses Creek

and taught school there. I also met her pep¬ 
permint chiffon cake, and was delighted to get 
reacquainted with both of them this year. 

Vina, almost 90 now, is as gracious and 
kind an individual as you’ll ever meet. “I have 
such good memories of this place,” she smiles. 
Former students wait in line to speak to her 
before she heads back to her home in Ohio. 

Vina shares bits of wisdom as effortlessly as 
her recollections, clearly still a teacher at heart. 

“You have to love it to be a good teacher,” 
she says. By “it,” I think she means you have 
to love the students. It’s clear that she did and 
still does. 

“I have found that people are full of assump¬ 
tions,” she says. “We sometimes assume 
people know less than they do, or we assume 
people know more than they do. The secret is 
to find the balance.” 

Now think about that a minute. Isn’t that a 
truth that can be applied to almost any career, 
relationship or foreign policy? 

It would be easy to assume that everyone 
who attended Rosses Creek school is old as the 
proverbial hills, but some of them aren’t much 
older than I. 

In fact, during the fifties and sixties when 
many Estill County students were being 
bussed to central public school locations like 
South Irvine and Hargett, transportation was 
not yet available to the remotest areas of the 
county. 

I couldn’t tell that anyone there felt deprived 
by that lack, though. 

Sometimes the nether regions of our county 
get a bad rap. Creekers and town-dwellers 
might pick up an assumption or two about the 
wild and unruly people on the mountains. 

I’ll have to say I’ve never met a more hospi¬ 
table and friendly group of people than those 
who warmly welcomed us to the Rosses Creek 
school reunion. 

It was good to visit with them again, and I 
enjoyed very much the look at what one-room 
school communities used to be—and still are, 
on occasion.

Rhoda Ann Winn Higginbotham was 
born Dec. 29, 1931 to John and Eunice 
(Witt) Winn. 

She remembers going to the little 
church at Wisemantown and her grand¬ 
mother Anna Miller Witt who taught her 
the Bible lessons in her Sunday School 
class. 

She had a love for music even as a child 
and began taking lessons from her great- 
aunt, Elizabeth Powell, as a young girl. 

Eventually, she took lessons from 
Brown E. Telford and later at the 
University of Kentucky from Professor 
Nathaniel Patch. 

Rhoda attended school in the Irvine 
Public Schools. She played in the band 
and participated in the glee club there 
under her uncle, Thomas Bonny. 

Her mother was the biology and 
chemistry teacher at Irvine High School. 
Service Motor Company, a dealership for 
Dodge and Plymouth automobiles was 
run by her father, John Winn, and the 
building still stands today on Broadway 
in Irvine. 

Following graduation from Irvine High 
School in 1949, Rhoda attended UK and 
majored in music focusing primarily on 
piano and music education. 

In 1953 she began her teaching career 
with Fayette County Schools. She then 
taught in Estill County and Clark County, 
at the Model Laboratory School at 
Eastern Kentucky University and fin¬ 
ished her career in Estill County. 

She was recognized throughout the 
state for her research and expertise 
regarding the boy’s changing voice.

Other church members have difficulty 
recalling any time that she was not in 
church. She was faithful in organizing 
summer Bible School. 

Rhoda is still remembered for the 
music she provided and taught to the 
children and the congregation.

Rhoda passed away Monday, March

She and Wayne have two children: a 
daughter, Tammy Cole, and a son, Terry 
Wise. Wilma is a proud grandmother to 
three grandchildren and two great-grand¬ 
children. 

Wilma decided to finish her schooling 
and worked hard to get her GED, which she 
accomplished in 1972. In 1973 she started 
her tenure at Comp Care. Wilma was men¬ 
tored and trained by Pat Alexander and 
Esther Meade, who took her under their 
wings and helped establish her in her posi¬ 
tion at Comp Care.

She drove 
clients to doctor’s appointments and super¬ 
vised a team of Occupational Therapy 
students from Eastern Kentucky University. 
Wilma’s philosophy for her career of service 
to other was simple but true: Be truthful. Be 
open and honesty with people and you can 
do a world of good for them. 

As well as being a champion for the often 
overlooked mentally challenged members of 
our society, Wilma served on several boards. 

She served on both the Head Start 
Advisory Board and the MepCo Home 
Health Board for over 20 years. She served 
on the Kentucky River Foothills board in its 
early days as well. 

Wilma, along with Ralph McClanahan, 

Dr. Ross Brown, Mike Rogers and Tom 
Whitaker, worked extremely hard to start an 
ambulance service in the county and were 
the founding members of the Ambulance 
Board that developed into our first-class 
EMS team that Estill County is privileged to 
have today. She served on the Ambulance 
Board for over 10 years. She also served on 
the Interagency Board for five years. 

After retiring from Comp Care in 2000, 
Wilma went to worked with her husband, 
Wayne, at their furniture store, Wise Place, 
on Cow Creek until 2010. 

She now enjoys gardening, cooking and 
reading. She also loves to sew and is known 
for making beautiful pillows for others after 
a death in the family. 

Wilma is a member of the Irvine Free 
Methodist Church and loves to work puzzles 
at the Food Court three days a week with a 
group of friends nicknamed the “Dixie Bell 
Gang.” 

Most of all, Wilma wants to stress to 
others who might have quit school before 
graduation to seek out opportunities to get 
their GED. 

“You can’t give up on you or your educa¬ 
tion,” Wilma said. “You can make the world 
better if you don’t give up.”

Edward Everett Puckett was born 
Aug. 21, 1943 on Tipton Ridge in Estill 
County. 

He was the seventh of eight children 
born to John and Zella (Flynn) Puckett. 

Ed’s elementary school years were 
spent at Mt. Carmel School on Furnace 
Junction Road near the Mt. Carmel 
Christian Church. The school was 
commonly known as the Tipton Ridge 
School. 

In 1961 Ed graduated from Estill 
County High School, located in the now 
Central Office building. 

Except for a very short time spent in 
Ohio working, Ed lived in Estill County 
all his life.

The ECHGS, utilizing 
Ed’s research material, has published 
over 50 books. 

After a long illness, Edward Everett 
Puckett died quietly at home on Aug. 

11, 2010, at the age of 66. It has often 
been said when an older person dies, 

“a small library is lost,” and that is cer¬ 
tainly true of Ed. 

He was a devoted historian and 
genealogist whose contributions to his 
community will continue to be long 
lasting and far reaching for generations 
to come. 

Ed is sadly missed by all who knew 
and loved him.

Black walnuts are tough nuts to crack 


For those who frequently take 
walks out in the countryside, one 
of the most familiar signs of fall is 
that of black walnuts littering the 
ground. 

Encased in a tough green hull 
that eventually turns yellow, the nuts 
have a sharp pine-like scent that 
smells like fall too. 

Black walnut trees grow wild in 
Kentucky and are commonly found 
near the edge of woods and creeks 
and in fence lines. There’s a walnut 
tree at the corner of our yard, and 
I sometimes I see squirrels carrying 
nuts as they run out the plank fence 
toward the barn. I’m guessing they’re 
creating a stash for the winter. 

Black walnuts are time-consum¬ 
ing to harvest. Maybe not so much 
for squirrels, but they can be a real 
challenge just to get out of the green 
hull, especially if you try to harvest 
them too soon. It’s a good idea to let 
that hull soften up some before you 


try to roll it off. 

Many people gather walnuts off 
the ground by the bucketful, then 
pour them out in their driveway so 
they run over them as they come 
and go, which is a fairly easy way to 
get the hull off. 

You can roll them around on the 
ground one at time with your shoe, 
but that’s a whole lot of trouble. 

Be sure to wear gloves when you 
pick up hulled walnuts, because 
they’re covered in dark juices that 
will stain your hands badly. 

I can remember not taking the 
time to put on gloves when hulling 
black walnuts as a kid, then having 
to go to school with brown hands. 
That was pretty embarrassing. I 
looked like I’d been overhauling a 
motor or something. 

Anyway, once the hulls are 
removed, spread the walnuts out 
on newspapers or a screen or hang 
them in mesh bags like the ones

onions come in so they’ll dry. The 
nutmeats will come out a little easier, 
and they’ll taste better after they’ve 
cured for several weeks. 

Cracking black walnuts shells is 
even more of a challenge than bust¬ 
ing the hull. We usually crack them 
with a hammer, but I tried using a 


vise the other day. I put the pointy 
ends of the nut against the vise, and 
when I tightened it, the nut cracked 
cleanly down the middle. 

I did have to use a hammer to 
get the rest of the nutmeats out. 
I’ve read that you can finish cutting 
them out with wire cutters, but I 
haven’t tried that yet. 

Black walnuts take a lot of time to 
harvest, but that’s probably why they 
taste so good. Their flavor is intense, 
and it doesn’t take many. Nothing 
enhances a pan of chocolate fudge or 
a chocolate cake quite like a handful 
of black walnuts. 

I did a recipe search on allrecipes, 
com, looking for something differ¬ 
ent to do with them, and I think I’ll 
try this recipe. The ingredients are 
simple, but sometimes that’s all it 
takes to create something yummy. 


Favorite Black 
Walnut Cookies 

I cup butter, softened 

I cup white sugar 

1 cup packed brown sugar 

2 eggs 

3 cups all-purpose flour 
teaspoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 cup chopped black walnuts 

In a large bowl, cream butter, 
white sugar, and brown sugar. Add 
eggs and beat until smooth. Sift 
together flour, baking soda, and salt. 
Stir dry ingredients into the creamed 
mixture until well blended. Stir in 
walnuts last. Shape dough into logs 
about 2 inches in diameter, wrap 
them in wax paper, and refrigerate 
until firm. 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Slice 
dough logs into 1/2 inch slices, and 
place on baking sheet. Bake in pre¬ 
heated oven for 8 to 10 minutes. 
Yield: about 4 dozen cookies.

Cushaw Pie 

Sue Thacker, Ravenna 

1 unbaked pie shell 

2 1/2 cups cooked, mashed cushaw 
1/4 cup cream 

2 eggs, beaten 
1 cup sugar 

1 Tbsp. flour 
1/4 tsp. salt 
1/4 tsp. nutmeg 
1/4 tsp. allspice 

1/2 tsp. Lemon extract 

2 Tbsp. butter 

Stir together the mashed cushaw and 
cream; add beaten eggs. Mix well and add 
sugar, flour, salt, nutmeg, and allspice; mix 


well to blend. Blend in Lemon extract and 
butter. Pour mixture into the prepared 
unbaked pie shell and bake at 450 degree 
for 10 minutes longer. Can use Cool Whip 
for a topping.

Financial aid has 
language of its own 

As high school seniors and their parents begin the college 
financial aid process, they may find themselves faced with 
unfamiliar terms. This short glossary from the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance Authority (KHEAA) may 
help. 

Conversion scholarship/loan 

This type of financial aid requires recipients to provide 
certain services or pay back the funds with interest. 

Expected family contribution (EFC) 

This is the amount the student and family are expected to 
pay toward yearly college costs. 

FAFSA. 

The Free Application for Federal Student Aid is the form 
all students must complete when applying for federal and 
state student aid. The best way to file is online. 

Financial need. 

The difference between the students EFC and the total 
cost of attending a college. 

Grant. 

Grants are usually based on financial need and generally 
do not have to be repaid. 

Institutional aid. 

Institutional aid refers to the scholarships, grants and 
other financial aid programs administered by the college. 

Need analysis. 

The answers provided on the FAFSA are analyzed to deter¬ 
mine a students EFC and financial need. 

Student Aid Report (SAR). 

This report is based on the information provided on the 
FAFSA and lets students know their EFC and eligibility for 
aid. 

Waiver. 

A waiver lets a student attend college without having to 
pay tuition and certain fees. 

KHEAA is the state agency that administers Kentucky's 
student aid programs , including the Kentucky Educational 
Excellence Scholarship (KEES). To find links to other useful 
education websites , go to www.gotocollege.ky.gov.
